The building is notable for its prominent clock tower at the main 
entrance and Arts and Crafts interior. An extension was erected on the south elevation of Grace’ 
Dodge Hall in 1922-24 at the same time the library, Russell Hall, was built on West 420" Street.

Court dates from 1922-1924 when Russell Hall was built. It is located behind Russell Hall. with 
Main Hall to the west and Grace Dodge Hall to the north. Another courtyard is located behind 
_Thompsori with Main tenia the eastern.edge. 


The non-contributing building in the district is Thorndike Hall (06101.012782) ‘(1969- 1973) built in
